"It doesn't matter whether the bill BCts out 
this week or next," .said the man who decides 
what bills shall come before Iho 
and when. "We want to hear i 
wltneases," 

The committee usually finishes Its hearings 
In one flitting, But Chairman Allen doesn't 
lllte either UMT or the draft, and makes no 
bonc5 about It. So debate on the draft bill 
may not start before congress adjourns for 
the political conventions. Ah for UMT, It may 
never got out of committee. 

But Chairman Allen put no hurdles In the 
way of the Mundt-Nlxon bill to expose and 
control communism In America, That oi 
was rushed through the house at head-long 
jpeed, irith no raodltyins amendments and. 
OS Important legislation goes, precious little 
debate. 

Now these three bills were In.'rplrcd by the 
same basic situation — the threat which com- 
munlam offers this nation's safety. But the 
house, Its rules committee In particular, 
Has taJcen them up In an order which betrays 
a dangerous near-sightedness. 

The Mundt-Klxon bill Is excellent In Intent. 
But It deals with a tricky subject made up ol 
Intangibles as well as tangibles. As It'stands. 
there Is a question of whether It could bo 
Interpreted to penalize thought as well as 
' action. And If mere sympathy for commun- 
ism wore to be declared Illegal, then wo 
should Indeed he embarldng on a dangerous 
course. 

Thia piece of legislation deserved calm, 
thorough, thoughtful debate. Instead It was 
considered In speed and anger. Tlie two 
American Labor party members, who are 
defliiltely pro-communists, helped create this 
atmosphere by their opposition to the bill. 
They Inflamed the tempers of members who 
hate communism with a hysterical bitterness. 

It is natural and laudable to hale com- 
munism OS It la practiced by the Soviets 
and their ocents. But there Is cause for 
uneasiness when hatred of communism close 
at hand apparently blinds congressmen to 
the menace of communism abroad. 

One would think, from the house action, 
that the greatest danger from communism 
; was right at home.. One would think that 
the American reds counted their member- 
ship In the millions, and that they were as 
rich and powerful and well-armed as they 
were numerous. One would think that the 
country was riddled with unemployment, 
poverty and unrest, and ripe for revolution. 

One would also think that the greedy, am- 
bitious Soviet government had not gobbled up 
Its neighbors and was now crouching hun- 
grily at the threshold of free Europe. 

The menace of communbm In America 
cannot be dlsml.wcd as non-cxlstenL But 
It Is not as Important, while a mighty red 
army confronLi an almost defenseless Ehiropc, 
as the necessity of building up our military 
fitrength to a minimum of peacetime safely. 
And that strength will not be achieved simply 
by voting fund.^ for more airplanes and car- 
riers. More equipment require; more trained 
men, and we don't have them !n uniform 
today. 

But Chairman Allen does not like the Idea 
of using men as well as machines for national 
defense. So mllltnrj- training and military 
xervlcc are sidptrackcd while the Mundt' 
Nixon exprr,« goes roaring by.
